To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Spenhorough. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  annual  report  relating  to  the 
Borough  of  Spenborough  for  the  year  1963  and  have  as  usual  included 
information  about  the  Health  Services  provided  by  the  West  Riding 
Council  within  the  district.  Spenborough,  together  with  the  adjoining 
Urban  District  of  Mirfield,  comprise  one  Health  Division  within  the 
County  Council  scheme. 

Some  points  from  the  statistical  section  of  the  Report  are  worthy 
of  note: — 

The  registrar  general’s  estimate  of  population  is  37,370,  its  highest 
ever,  and  this  represents  an  increase  of  953  persons  since  the  1961 
cen.sus. 

Unemployment  improved  steadily  throughout  the  year  and  never 
reached  the  national  average.  At  the  year’s  end  only  0-7  of  the 
working  population  were  unemployed. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  28-7  Neonatal  Mortality  Rate  25-5 
and  Stillbirth  Rate  20  •  3  were  the  highest  for  10  years  and  compare 
unfavourably  with  the  County  and  National  averages.  This  is  unusual 
in  Spenborough  and  there  is  no  ready  explanation. 

The  number  of  live  births  628  was  only  3  less  than  last  year  but 
the  crude  birth  rate  of  16-8  is  lower  than  the  County  and  National 
rates.  However  when  adjusted  to  take  account  of  population  differ¬ 
ences  it  is  in  fact  comparable. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  495,  the  death  rate  13-2  and  again,  and 
as  usual,  this  is  higher  than  the  National  figures. 

With  regard  to  notifiable  disease  there  was  a  heavy  incidence  of 
Measles  and  of  Chicken  Pox  and  cases  of  Infective  Hepatitis  were 
occurring  steadily  throughout  the  year.  Six  new  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  were  notified  but  the  number  of  cases  remaining  under 
supervision  is  steadily  declining. 

The  acceptance  rate  for  tuberculin  testing  and  B.C.G.  vaccination 
of  13  year  old  school  children  rose  slightly  to  68%  but  this  is  not  yet 
regarded  as  satisfactory.  The  number  of  positive  reactors  at  this  age 
seems  unreasonably  high  and  special  measures  will  be  taken  to  verify 
the  accuracy  of  these  tests  next  year.  The  figures  presented  in  the 
section  on  School  Health  show  that  the  general  physical  standard  of 
the  children  is  very  good  and  that  a  wide  range  of  medical,  nursing  and 
allied  services  are  deployed  to  see  that  this  is  maintained,  and  that  the 
problems  of  individual  children  are  recognised  early  and  appropriately 
treated.  The  standard  of  cleanliness  is  also  satisfactory  though  there 
remains  a  small  core  of  children  in  whom  parental  neglect  requires 
constant  attention. 
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A  new  venture  which  started  in  November  was  the  formation  of  a 
Contact  Club  for  persons  recovering  from  the  effects  of  mental  ill- 
health.  This  has  both  a  social  and  therapeutic  purpose  and  aims  at 
encouraging  patients  and  their  relatives  to  mix  freely  with  each  other 
and  eventually  to  build  up  confidence  and  self-reliance  to  the  point 
where  they  are  again  able  to  establish  themselves  in  the  every  day 
world  of  work  and  social  companionship.  For  many  it  may,  in  fact, 
prove  the  final  step  along  the  path  to  total  rehabilitation.  Many 
interesting  activities  are  undertaken  and  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers 
have  tackled  the  task  with  enthusiasm  and  energy  at  no  little  cost  to 
their  own  leisure  time  and  convenience.  A  special  word  of  thanks  is 
due  to  Dr.  Wilkinson  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist  and  to  Mrs. 
Wilkinson  who  have  spared  nothing  of  their  time  and  energy  in 
attending  the  club.  Without  their  whole-hearted  support  it  is  im¬ 
possible  to  believe  that  the  Club  could  have  started  so  successfully. 

Consideration  is  constantly  being  given  to  means  of  integrating 
the  preventive  medical  services  with  those  of  the  general  medical 
practitioner.  One  step  forward  in  this  direction  should  be  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  comprehensive  Health  Centre  in  Cleckheaton  on  which 
building  commenced  in  April.  In  addition  to  this,  active  plans  were 
formulated  for  the  attachment  of  individual  district  nurses  and  health 
visitors  to  specific  medical  practitioners  rather  than  as  in  the  past  by 
allocation  to  particular  geographical  areas. 

Plans  were  also  being  formulated  for  the  expansion  of  warden's 
services  on  new  and  existing  Council  estates.  These  schemes,  for  which 
the  Borough  Council  are  the  agents  of  the  County  Council,  are  proving 
of  great  value  to  the  elderly  persons  to  whom  the  special  housing 
accommodation  is  made  available  and  enable  many  to  continue  to  live 
out  their  lives  in  comfort  at  home  to  a  greater  extent  than  ever  before. 

In  general  I  feel  that  it  is  fair  to  say  that  the  co-operation  between 
the  Council  and  the  County  Council  in  the  Divisional  Health  Scheme 
has  produced  an  excellent  range  of  health  and  welfare  services  which 
are  continually  evolving  to  cover  an  ever  widening  scope  of  preventive 
and  social  work  in  all  sections  of  the  community.  The  recruitment  of 
qualified  and  experienced  staff  presents  a  problem  here  as  elsewhere 
throughout  the  country. 

The  same  can  be  said  about  the  co-operation  of  these  Departments 
with  many  voluntary  bodies  and  while  the  efforts  of  the  Old  People’s 
Welfare  Committee  in  providing  social  amenities  for  elderly  persons  is 
well-known,  the  efforts  of  the  Woman’s  Voluntary  Service  and  the 
large  number  of  voluntary  helpers  in  establishing  a  Meals  on  Wheels 
service  are  especially  worthy  of  commendation.  With  the  help  of  the 
Borough  Council,  financially  and  in  providing  two  vans  and  drivers, 
and  in  the  selection  of  suitable  cases,  this  service  which  started  in  July, 
now  distributes  meals  to  144  aged  and  handicapped  persons  each 
week.  In  the  first  year  of  their  activities  the  staggering  total  of  11,600 
meals  were  provided.  This  is  accompanied  by  much  incidental  social 
work  which  goes  unheralded. 
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The  section  of  the  report  dealing  with  environmental  circum¬ 
stances  would  tend,  I  think,  to  show  that  the  Borough  has  its  share  of 
difficulties,  but  that  these  are  being  tackled  in  an  energetic  and  pro¬ 
gressive  manner  which  will  show  ever  increasing  results  during  the 
next  10  years. 

During  the  year  154  properties  were  dealt  with  under  the  Clear¬ 
ance,  Closure  and  Demolition  sections  of  the  Housing  Act  and  a  further 
6  Clearance  Areas  with  a  100  houses  had  been  submitted  for  considera¬ 
tion.  During  the  past  10  years  1,661  houses  have  been  dealt  with  and 
it  is  estimated  that  approximately  2,500  remain  to  be  dealt  with.  With 
the  pool  of  housing  resources  created  in  the  post  war  years  and  the 
expected  increase  in  the  building  of  houses  to  rent  it  is  believed  that 
this  task  can  be  accomplished  within  the  next  10  to  12  years.  In 
addition  to  action  taken  in  slum  clearance  procedures  over  500  houses 
have  been  improved  to  an  acceptable  standard  and  there  will  be 
substantial  areas  subject  to  Improvement  Area  procedure  in  the  future. 
Actually  131  standard  grants  were  made  during  the  year  of  which  24 
were  in  respect  of  tenanted  property  the  remainder  being  to  owner- 
occupiers.  Four  discretionary  grants  were  also  made. 

In  the  control  of  atmospheric  pollution  the  No.  3  (Turnsteads  and 
Hartshead  Moor)  area  was  brought  into  operation  on  1st  July  and  the 
No.  4  (Whitcliffe  and  Westgate)  Order  and  No.  5  (Hightown  Road  and 
Cloverhills)  Order  was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  and  are  becoming 
operative  in  July  and  October,  1964.  So  far  in  the  campaign  to  give 
people  reasonably  clean  air  to  breathe,  5  Orders  have  been  confirmed 
comprising  4,159  properties.  This  means  that  within  the  Borough 
there  remain  9,873  dwellings  to  be  brought  within  the  scope  of  Clean  Air 
Act  Procedures  and  again  it  is  considered  that  this  can  be  done  within 
the  next  7  to  8  years.  In  common  with  other  areas  there  has  been 
slight  slowing  of  progress  owing  to  amendments  to  procedures  under 
the  Act.  Spenborough  with  its  large  number  of  factories  presented  a 
big  problem  of  industrial  smoke  pollution  but  this  has  already  been 
dealt  with  and  now  presents  little  problem. 

The  safety  of  unpasturized  milk  supplies  for  human  consumption 
in  the  Borough  gave  cause  for  some  anxiety  during  the  year.  Of  60 
samples  taken  for  investigation  of  infection  with  Brucella  Abortus  13 
proved  to  be  infected  with  this  organism.  In  a  proportion  of  cases 
this  can  cause  illness  of  some  gravity  and  although  in  each  case 
producers  showed  the  greatest  co-operation  with  the  Department 
which  resulted  in  a  rapid  elimination  of  infected  cows  from  the  herd 
without  the  recourse  to  statutory  action,  the  position  is  far  from 
satisfactory.  Infection  may  be  present  in  the  milk  for  a  very  con¬ 
siderable  time  before  it  is  detected  and  it  appears  to  be  so  wide¬ 
spread  in  the  dairy  herds  of  this  country  that,  to  my  mind,  the  case  for 
compulsory  pasturization  is  unanswerable. 

The  shadow  of  the  Boundary  Commission  hangs  over  all  and  has 
an  unsettling  effect  on  staff  and  members  alike:  it  is  bound  to  be  so 
when  plans  take  years  to  mature  and  when  future  responsibility  for 
these  plans  is  obscure.  The  issues  are  far  from  clear  cut  but  there  can 
be  little  doubt  that,  on  the  whole,  in  the  availability  of  Health  and 
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Welfare  Services  and  in  its  efforts  to  improve  its  environmental 
amenity,  Spenborough  can,  to  say  the  least,  stand  comparison  with 
any  of  its  industrial  neighbours. 

Once  again  I  am  greatly  indebted  to  Mr.  Templeman,  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector,  as  to  all  members  of  the  Divisional  Health 
Department,  for  unfailing  help  and  support  throughout  the  year.  In 
conclusion  I  must  also  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Spenborough  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support 
throughout  the  year.

POPULATION  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


The  provisional  population  of  the  Borough  of  Spenborough  at  the 
1961  Census  is  36,417,  an  inter  censal  decrease  of  564.  However,  the 
Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  population  at  the  middle  of  1963  was 
37,370,  and  this  figure  is  used  throughout  this  Report  in  calculating 
rates. 

The  district,  although  mainly  industrial  in  nature,  contains  much 
open  space  and  a  fair  amount  of  agricultural  land.  There  are  over  four 
hundred  factories  in  the  district  but  only  about  ninety  of  these  employ 
more  than  twenty  persons.  Although  processes  connected  with  the 
woollen  textile  industry  are  the  predominant  industry,  a  great 
diversity  of  manufacture  is  carried  on.  There  is  the  advantage  in  this 
that  the  whole  community  can  not  be  affected  by  recession  in  any  one 
branch  of  industry. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Manager  of  the  Spen  Valley  Employment 
Exchange  for  the  following  information  regarding  employment  in  the 
district: — 

The  year  1963  ended  with  a  low  level  of  unemployment  which 
represented  only  0-7  per  cent,  of  the  working  population,  compared 
with  a  national  figure  of  2  per  cent. 

It  started  less  happily,  for  the  severe  weather  conditions,  combined 
with  some  short  time  working,  created  a  comparatively  high  register  of 
unemployment  for  the  first  two  months. 

Thereafter,  unemployment  decreased  steadily  throughout  the 
year,  and  continued  to  decline  during  Autumn,  when  it  is  customary  to 
see  a  slight  seasonal  increase  in  unemployment. 

Increasing  numbers  of  workpeople  were  placed  in  employment  as 
the  year  progressed,  and  an  atmosphere  of  general  prosperity  provided 
a  wide  variety  of  employment  opportunities. 

In  terms  of  employment,  the  year  1963  was  one  of  steady 
improvement.

Vaccination  Against  Tuberculosis. 

Vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  available  to  certain  contacts 
of  cases  of  tuberculosis,  especially  young  infants,  and  also  to  school- 
children  of  13  years  of  age.  The  former  are  carried  out  by  the  Chest 
Physician  at  the  general  hospitals,  and  the  details  of  our  school 
programme  are  given  in  the  section  relating  to  School  Health  for  the 
sake  of  convenience.

Only  three  factors  are  worthy  of  note  in  the  notification  of 
infectious  diseases  during  the  year.  These  were  a  fairly  heavy  incidence 
of  measles  and  chicken-pox  particularly  during  the  first  two  quarters 
and  the  steady  occurrence  of  infective  hepatitis  throughout  the  year.

Six  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  three  of  non- 
pulmonary  disease  were  notified  for  the  first  time  during  the  year,  but 
there  was  a  reduction  of  fifteen  cases  altogether  in  the  number  remain¬ 
ing  under  supervision  following  treatment  in  previous  years.  These 
figures  show  that  there  is  still  a  reservoir  of  infection  within  the 
population  which  requires  continuing  effort  towards  case  finding  and 
the  protection  of  contacts. 

The  work  done  in  the  continuous  supervision  by  the  public  health 
staff  and  by  the  consultant  chest  physician  of  patients  remaining  on 
the  register  continued  as  usual.  Nurse  Smith,  the  Tuberculosis  Visitor, 
paid  home  visits  in  connection  with  treatment  and  contact  tracing  of 
tuberculous  patients,  and  by  her  continued  attendance  at  the  chest 
clinic  at  Dewsbury  General  Hospital  she  also  maintains  the  close  and 
happy  liaison  which  it  is  essential  to  maintain  between  the  therapeutic 
and  preventive  aspects. 

We  are  continuing  our  efforts  to  protect  younger  children  by 
tuberculin  testing  of  five  and  eight  year  olds  at  school  and  by  the 
B.C.G.  vaccination  programme  among  the  thirteen  year  olds.

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MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SURVEY. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital 
Board  visited  the  Borough  in  September.  Public  sessions,  and  sessions 
at  large  works  in  the  area,  were  held  in  Liversedge,  Gomersal,  Birken- 
shaw  and  Cleckheaton.  I  give  below  the  results  supplied  to  me  by  the 
unit.  It  is  not  possible,  however,  to  draw  any  conclusions  at  all  from 
such  evidence  since  the  persons  examined  constitute  only  a  small 
proportion  of  the  population  and  are  not  necessarily  representative  of 
the  population  taken  as  a  whole.

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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

This  statistical  summary  relates  in  the  main  to  the  work  carried 
out  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  within  the  Spenborough  part  of  the 
Health  Division.  An  excellent  relationship  has  been  established 
between  this  staff  and  the  general  practitioners  and  consultant  services 
which  is  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  doctors  and  patients  alike,  and  goes 
a  long  way  towards  providing  continuity  of  care  prior  to  and  following 
discharge  from  hospital. 

In  October  a  social  club  for  mental  health  patients  was  established 
at  the  Valley  Road  Clinic  in  Liversedge.  This  is  held  every  Tuesday 
evening  and  its  main  purpose  is  to  encourage  patients  to  mix  freely  in 
an  atmosphere  where  their  particular  problems  are  understood  by  all. 
It  is  proving  to  have  a  very  dehnite  therapeutic  and  social  success, 
and  I  am  indebted  to  the  hard  work  of  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers 
on  which  it  is  primarily  dependent,  and  also  to  Dr.  Wilkinson,  the 
Consultant  Psychiatrist,  who  has  shown  such  a  great  interest  in  the 
venture.

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HOME  NURSING  SERVICE. 


The  number  of  visits  paid  by  the  district  nurses  to  cases  requiring 
nursing  at  home  was  almost  a  thousand  more  than  last  year,  although 
the  actual  number  of  cases  was  slightly  less. 

A  wide  range  of  nursing  aids  such  as  disposable  pads  for  incontin¬ 
ence,  wheel  chairs,  walking  aids  and  in  one  case  a  hydraulic  lift  were 
available.  Excellent  co-operation  obtains  between  the  District  Nurses 
and  the  General  Practitioners  of  the  area.

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HEALTH  VISITING  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


Only  part  of  the  scope  of  the  health  visitors’  duty  are  shown  by 
the  statistical  returns  of  their  visits,  etc.,  during  the  year.  The  infant 
welfare  clinic  continued  to  be  very  well  attended  and  particular 
attention  is  paid  to  the  deviations  from  the  normal  in  respect  of 
phenylketonuria,  ambliopia,  hearing  and  congenital  dislocation  of  the 
hip.  The  health  visitors  have  also  continued  to  provide  home  back¬ 
ground  reports  for  hospitals  with  special  regard  to  geriatric  cases.  As 
there  is  always  a  waiting  list  for  the  admission  of  such  cases  this  is  the 
greatest  assistance  in  assessing  priority.  The  whole  bias  of  the  work  of 
the  health  visitor  is,  however,  towards  education  and  although  288 
parent  craft  talks  or  lectures  were  given  at  schools  during  the  year  this 
is  but  a  small  part  of  the  health  education  work  which  she  actually 
carries  out.

PROBLEM  FAMILIES. 


It  is  difficult  to  reduce  to  figures  the  amount  and  scope  of  the 
work  which  is  done  in  connection  with  problem  families  whose  general 
standard  of  cleanliness  or  child  care  falls  consistently  and  considerably 
below  the  minimum  that  we  have  a  right  to  expect,  and  needless  to  say 
many  other  families  in  addition  to  those  recorded  below  have  had  to 
have  special  attention  from  time  to  time.  Nevertheless  by  the  efforts 
of  the  staff  and  the  many  others  concerned  in  the  welfare  of  these 
families  the  rate  of  breakup  and  dispersion  of  these  families  has  been 
kept  at  a  very  low  level  over  the  years. 

There  is  provision  for  such  cases  to  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  it  is  his  responsibility,  when  it  is  con¬ 
sidered  necessary,  to  call  meetings  of  the  various  officers  concerned  to 
discuss  the  circumstances  of  each  case  with  a  view  to  determining  the 
best  method  of  tackling  the  problem.  During  this  year  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  the  individual  cases  have  been  such  that  they  have  best  been 
dealt  with  in  small  informal  meetings  of  a  few  of  the  social  workers 
each  time  from  those  normally  available  to  be  called  upon  to  the  full 
committee. 

Persons  brought  together  from  time  to  time  have  included  Health 
Visitors,  Public  Health  Inspectors,  Housing  Manager,  local  authority 
treasurers,  officers  of  the  N.S.P.C.C.,  School  Welfare  Officers,  National 
Assistance  Board,  Children’s  Officer  and  Welfare  Officers.

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CHIROPODY  SERVICE. 


The  chiropody  service  for  elderly  and  handicapped  people  con¬ 
tinued  to  operate  successfully  during  the  year  and  there  were  no  undue 
delays  in  instituting  or  continuing  treatment.  The  number  of  persons 
receiving  clinic  treatment  increased  slightly  and  there  was  also  an 
increased  demand  for  treatment  in  their  own  homes  by  people  unable 
to  attend  the  clinics  by  reason  of  old  age  or  infirmity.

HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 

The  demand  for  this  service  was  increased  this  year,  and  it  was 
fortunate  that  this  demand  could  be  met  from  an  increased  establish¬ 
ment  and  the  recruitment  of  suitable  staff.  Nobody  has  gone  without 
for  very  long  when  the  need  for  such  help  was  obvious,  and  although  a 
service  of  this  type  is  extremely  difficult  to  administer,  no  major 
problems  have  arisen.  Once  again  a  glance  at  the  figures  reveals  the 
benefit  which  aged  and  chronic  sick  persons  are  receiving  from  this 
service.  They  constitute  over  90%  of  the  cases.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 


The  following  pages  indicate  the  amount  of  work  which  has  been 
carried  out  in  the  major  aspects  of  the  school  health  service,  and 
Spenborough  has  been  fortunate  this  year  in  that  a  full  range  of  such 
facilities  has  been  available.  Unfortunately  by  the  end  of  the  year  the 
Speech  Therapist  had  resigned  and  there  appears  little  prospect  of  an 
immediate  replacement.  The  statistics  show  that  the  general  physical 
condition  of  the  children  is  excellent  and  it  is  not  at  all  inconsistent 
that  the  fairly  large  number  of  defects  recorded  at  school  medical 
inspections  are  scheduled  for  further  observation.  Children  are,  of 
course,  in  process  of  development  and  it  is  largely  a  question  of  noting 
conditions  which  are  developing  in  the  wrong  way  and  when  this 
occurs  ensuring  that  treatment  is  prompt  and  effective.  Within  this 
general  pattern  of  inspection  a  great  deal  of  time  is  given  to  the 
consideration  of  individual  children  with  special  problems  and  recom¬ 
mendations  for  special  education  have  been  made  in  twenty-one  cases 
during  the  year. 

Unlike  many  other  areas  we  have  continued  the  use  of  ultra  violet 
light  as  a  tonic  measure  for  debility  occasioned  by  a  number  of  factors. 
Nowadays  this  is  not  medically  fashionable  but  all  the  eleven  mothers 
whose  children  have  had  a  course  of  this  treatment  are  convinced  that 
it  has  had  a  very  beneficial  effect.  It  could  be  argued  whether  this  is  a 
good  and  sufficient  reason  for  continuing  this  clinic. 

We  have  paid  rather  more  attention  to  the  ascertainment  of 
hearing  defects  during  the  year  but  the  lack  of  availability  of  a  pure 
tone  audiometer  prevented  routine  testing  in  the  six  to  seven  year  age 
group  as  we  had  hoped  to  do  and  as  we  shall  expect  to  do  next  year. 

It  has  been  pleasing  to  record  an  increasing  acceptance  of  the 
scheme  for  tuberculin  testing  followed  by  B.C.G.  vaccination  in  thir¬ 
teen  year  old  school  children.  The  number  of  positive  reactors  appears 
to  me  to  be  unreasonably  high  and  I  am  not  at  all  convinced  of  the 
accuracy  of  these  findings.  Special  measures  will  be  taken  in  the 
future  to  verify  the  accuracy  of  these  tests. 

Much  argument  is  taking  place  at  the  present  time  about  the  best 
methods  of  conducting  the  school  health  service.  There  are  those  who 
would  as  far  as  possible  abolish  routine  inspections,  concentrating 
their  efforts  on  children  who  appear  to  need  special  consideration 
following  completion  of  questionnaires  by  the  parents.  At  first  sight 
there  appears  to  be  much  to  be  said  in  favour  of  this  but  there  are  also 
arguments  to  the  contrary.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  it  is  more 
time  consuming.  It  is  possible  that  parental  carelessness  would  lead 
to  the  overlooking  of  certain  children  for  whom  advice  is  required  at 
certain  stages  of  their  development,  and  consequently  I  have  not  yet 
committed  myself  to  radical  alteration  of  the  method  of  inspection. 
The  school  doctors  and  nurses  are  so  frequently  inside  the  schools  for 
one  reason  or  another  that  ample  opportunity  exists  for  consideration 
of  special  cases  while  still  retaining  the  benefits  of  routine  inspection.

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TUBERCULIN  JELLY  TESTING  OF  SCHOOL  ENTRANTS  AND 


EIGHT-YEAR  OLDS. 

Tuberculin  jelly  testing  of  school  entrants  and  eight  year  olds 
continued  as  a  routine  measure  throughout  the  year.  A  letter  of 
explanation  and  consent  form  was  sent  by  the  teachers  with  the  Form 
N.P.  to  the  children  in  these  groups  when  they  were  due  for  medical 
examination  at  school.  These  were  returned  to  the  school  and  the 
school  nurse  applied  the  tuberculin  and  control  jelly  to  those  children 
whose  parents  had  consented  to  this  procedure  being  carried  out,  three 
days  before  the  school  medical  inspection  was  due  to  be  held.  The 
Sclxool  Medical  Officers  read  these  results  when  the  children  were 
presented  for  medical  inspection  and  the  implications  were  explained 
to  the  parents.  Where  the  jelly  test  proved  to  be  positive,  the 
children  were  invited  to  the  school  clinic  for  a  further  skin  test  and, 
where  this  again  proved  to  be  positive,  the  tuberculosis  visitor  was 
informed  and  she  arranged  for  follow-up  of  the  child  and  contacts  at 
the  chest  clinic.

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CLEANLINESS  INSPECTIONS. 

Three  routine  inspections  were  carried  out  at  each  school  by  the 
school  nurses  and  a  total  of  12,362  inspections  and  re-inspections  were 
carried  out.  207  individual  children  were  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory 
on  306  occasions  but  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  in  the  majority  of 
cases  the  degree  of  infestation  is  extremely  light.  The  incidence  of 
infestation  was  in  fact  less  than  it  has  ever  been  before. 

The  remedial  procedure  adopted  on  the  discovery  of  these  defects 
is  to  notify  the  parents  informally  in  the  first  instance,  visiting  if 
necessary  to  give  advice  on  the  methods  of  dealing  with  infestation. 
If  cure  is  not  effected  the  nurse  visits  the  home  and  interviews  the 
parents,  and  finally,  if  it  is  evident  that  insufficient  care  is  being 
exercised,  the  Statutory  Notice  under  the  Education  Act,  1944,  is  sent 
requiring  the  child  to  be  cleansed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Medical 
Officer  or  to  the  person  appointed  by  him  for  that  purpose  within  48 
hours.  No  Statutory  Notices  were  issued  during  the  year. 
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The  section  of  the  work  which  follows,  relating  to  the  Public 
Health  Circumstances  of  the  area  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors,  has  been  compiled  by  Mr.  J.  F.  TEMPLEMAN,  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector.

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4.  Examination  for  Bacillus  Tuberculosis  and  Brucella  Abortus.

The  above  3  unsatisfactory  samples  were  taken  from  a  private 
supply  from  a  shallow  well.  This  supply  has  since  been  eliminated. 
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Swimming  Baths. 

The  only  swimming  bath  in  the  Borough  is  situated  in  Tofts  Road, 
Cleckheaton,  and  is  owned  by  the  Corporation.  The  capacity  of  the 
swimming  pool  is  50,000  gallons  and  the  water  is  obtained  from  the 
town’s  mains  and  changed  every  two  years.  Continuous  chlorination 
is  carried  out  after  filtration,  thus  ensuring  that  there  is  a  complete 
treatment  of  water  every  5  hours.  The  filters  are  cleansed  three  times 
weekly,  and  any  depreciation  in  the  bulk  quantity  of  water  during  this 
process  is  replaced  from  the  mains  supply. 

Routine  tests  are  carried  out  daily  to  ascertain  that  the  correct 
amount  of  residual  chlorine  in  the  water  is  maintained. 

All  the  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

REFUSE  COLLECTION,  REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

AND 

SALVAGE. 

A.  Refuse  Collection. 

The  improvement  in  this  service  noted  last  year  continued  but 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  a  deterioration  due  to  illness 
amongst  the  workmen  and  the  Department  not  being  able  to  recruit 
sufficient  labour. 

In  July  it  was  decided  to  replace  the  last  of  the  Dennis  side  loading 
vehicles  with  a  Dennis  Paxit  to  complete  a  fleet  of  five  such  vehicles. 
Due  to  the  Corporation  commencing  to  build  flats  the  new  vehicle  was 
fitted  with  hoist  gear  for  lifting  and  emptying  large  refuse  containers 
used  in  the  fiats. 

The  Department  was  responsible  for  the  removal  of  refuse  from 
15,100  premises  and  a  total  weight  of  11,862  tons  was  removed. 
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B.  Refuse  Disposal. 

Disposal  of  refuse  by  controlled  tipping  continued  at  the  Bottoms, 
Heckmondwike,  and  Cliffe  Hollins  Lane,  Oakenshaw.  Tip  fires  caused 
by  youths  playing  on  the  tip  at  Oakenshaw  were  again  a  serious 
problem  to  the  Department  in  trying  to  maintain  the  tip  in  accordance 
with  the  Ministry  of  Health  recommended  precautions  for  Controlled 
Tipping. 

A  total  of  12,261  tons  of  household  and  trade  refuse  was  disposed 
of  at  the  two  tips. 

Shortage  of  tipping  space  is  becoming  apparent  at  Heckmondwike 
and  the  life  of  the  tip  is  not  likely  to  exceed  two  years.  The  tip  at 
Oakenshaw  will  last  at  least  five  years  but  unfortunately  it  is  very 
exposed  and  has  to  be  closed  on  windy  days  to  avoid  nuisance.  This  in 
time  means  that  Heckmondwike  tip  takes  all  the  refuse  from  the 
district  at  these  times  and  is  consequently  being  tipped  up  more 
quickly. 

C.  Public  Cleansing  Costing  Return.

As  was  stated  last  year  smoke  pollution  from  industrial  boiler 
plants  has  diminished  rapidly  over  the  past  few  years  and  this  im¬ 
provement  has  continued  over  the  year  under  review.  This  improve¬ 
ment  is  reflected  in  the  greatly  reduced  number  of  formal  chimney 
observations  found  to  be  necessary  and  the  relatively  few  notices 
served  in  respect  of  contraventions. 

The  disposal  of  industrial  wastes  from  some  of  the  smaller  firms 
in  the  Borough  is  becoming  an  increasing  problem.  Whilst  a  number 
of  the  larger  concerns  burn  their  waste  products  without  nuisance  in 
purpose  made  incinerators,  the  smaller  concerns  have  relied  mainly  on 
disposal  by  burning  in  the  open  or  in  crude  incinerators  with  resultant 
nuisance  from  smoke  and  soot.  This  method  of  disposal  is  not  now 
acceptable  to  many  householders  and  especially  those  in  smoke  control 
areas.  When  at  all  possible  permission  is  given  for  trade  waste  to  be 
disposed  of  in  the  Council’s  controlled  tips,  but  owing  to  the  limited 
tipping  space  available  and  the  nature  of  some  of  the  waste  material, 
this  service  is,  at  times,  proving  somewhat  of  an  embarrassment.  It 
would  appear  that  incineration  is  the  solution  to  this  problem  and  must 
be  encouraged  whenever  practicable  to  do  so. 
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During  the  year  tipping  ceased  at  the  colliery  spoilbank  in 
Birkenshaw  which  has  been  the  source  of  many  complaints  over  the 
past  few  years  due  to  nuisance  from  smoke  and  fume  emissions  during 
outbreaks  of  fire.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  National  Coal  Board  to 
grade  and  cover  this  tip. 


Domestic  Pollution. 

During  the  year  progress  was  continued  in  the  promotion  of 
Smoke  Control  Areas. 

The  No.  3  (Turnsteads  and  Hartshead  Moor)  Area  was  brought 
into  operation  by  the  1st  July. 

The  No.  4  (Whitcliffe  and  Westgate)  Order  and  the  No.  5  (High- 
town  Road  and  Clover  Hill)  Order  was  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  during  the  year  and  are  to  become 
operative  on  the  1st  July  and  the  1st  October,  1964  respectively.  No 
objections  were  lodged  to  the  confirmation  of  either  of  these  Orders. 

Within  a  short  period  of  a  Smoke  Control  Order  being  confirmed, 
the  Department  informs  by  letter  owners  and  tenants  of  every  house 
in  the  Area,  together  with  the  occupiers  of  industrial,  commercial, 
and  other  type  premises  as  to  how  the  Order  effects  them,  and  in 
addition  every  owner  of  domestic  premises  where  fireplace  adapta¬ 
tions  are  required  are  advised  of  the  procedure  to  be  adopted  in  apply¬ 
ing  for  grant  in  aid.  To  this  is  added  the  work  involved  in  assessing 
grants,  inspection  of  completed  works  of  fireplace  adaptations,  dis¬ 
cussions  with  and  advice  to  owners,  checking  accounts  and  compiling 
record  sheets.  When  an  Area  may  contain  1,000  or  more  premises  this 
is  a  considerable  task. 

During  the  year  a  postal  survey  was  carried  out  in  connection 
with  the  proposed  No.  6  Area  consisting  of  996  premises.  Estimated 
requirements  of  smokeless  fuels  and  costs  of  fireplace  conversions 
required  were  assessed  and  a  report  on  this  area  was  being  prepared  for 
submission  to  the  December  meeting  of  the  Health  Committee  when 
the  Government  issued  a  White  Paper  on  Domestic  Fuel  Supplies  and 
the  Clean  Air  Policy.  As  the  White  Paper  envisages  an  overall  shortage 
of  open  fire  coke  owing  to  technological  changes  taking  place  in  the 
Gas  Industry,  future  Smoke  Control  Areas  would  require  to  rely 
mainly  in  hard  coke,  gas  and  off-peak  electricity.  Installation  costs  for 
appliances  suitable  to  burn  these  fuels  will  be  increased  considerably 
so  the  grant-in-aid  payable  will  consequently  require  to  be  revised.  As 
a  result  of  these  changes  the  report  on -the  proposed  No.  6  Area  could 
not  be  submitted  this  year. 

Postal  surveys  are  continuing  to  be  well  worth  while  and  in  this 
connection  many  thanks  are  due  to  the  Borough  Treasurer’s  Depart¬ 
ment  for  the  help  and  co-operation  obtained  in  addressing  the  con¬ 
siderable  number  of  envelopes  required.
